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TO  THE  COLLECTOR 
by  The  Editor 

The  informative  pages  of  Coin  World  will  have  described  the  practical  accomplish- 
ments of  the  14th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  I.A.P.N.  held  in  New  York  during  the  Merry 
Month  of  May.  There  is  no  reason  to  go  over  the  same  ground  already  so  ably  covered. 
Accomplishments,  of  course,  are  generally  associated  with  hard,  and  sometimes  dreary, 
work.  The  Editor  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  sit  on  the  side  lines.  The  unusual  con- 
centration of  so  many  international  numismatic  personalities  permitted  him  to  devote  his 
time  to  people.  For  a few  days  the  Galleries  took  on  a marked  Continental  flavor.  It  was 
all  rather  fun. 

Most  of  us  know  that  people  are  almost  more  interesting  than  coins.  The  satisfaction 
of  seeing  old  friends  can  almost  be  matched  by  the  thrill  of  finding  familiar  names  sud- 
denly materializing  into  living  individuals.  The  visitors  from  Paris  proved  that  the  trans- 
atlantic tastes  of  Lafayette  have  not  been  entirely  forgotten,  even  in  the  rather  changed 
circumstances  of  the  present.  Messrs.  Emile  Bourgey  and  Jean  Yinchon,  ably  supported 
by  Mr.  Marcel  Platt  and  Ren6  Kampmann  (of  the  Maison  Platt),  are  known  wherever 
there  are  collectors.  Scandinavia  was  represented  by  Mr.  M.  C.  Hirsch  of  Stockholm 
and  Mr.  Leonid  Sodermann  of  Helsinki.  From  Germany  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heinrich  Pilartz  of  Cologne,  Mr.  Georg  Wolfe  of  Frankfurt  and  Mrs. 
W.  Binder  of  Hamburg.  It  was  quite  a distinguished  group. 

There  were  also  memories  from  a past  long  gone  but  not  forgotten.  It  was  in  the 
Spring  of  1946  when  we  first  rather  shyly  stepped  through  a large  doorway  leading  off 
the  Piazza  di  Spagna  into  a cool  courtyard  to  mount  the  long  flight  of  steps  leading  to 
the  premises  of  the  firm  of  Santamaria,  Rome’s  best  known  coin  dealers.  After  twenty 
momentous  years  it  was  a nostalgic  pleasure  to  find  Mr.  Ernesto  Santamaria  seated 
before  our  desk.  We  only  regretted  the  absence  of  his  brother,  Alberto.  By  the  number 
the  Santamaria  record  is  only  surpassed  by  Mr.  David  Spink  of  London  who  also  put  in 
an  appearance  on  this  occasion.  Fortunately  for  their  peace  of  mind  both  Mr.  Spink  and 
the  Editor  have  forgotten  how  to  count  so  the  reader  will  not  be  troubled  with  any  more 
statistics. 

Among  our  very  old  friends  we  must  place  the  Schulmans  of  Amsterdam  high  on 
the  list.  The  Editor  owes  a great  deal  to  the  kindness  of  Jacques,  and  Lenny  Schulman 
his  delightful  wife.  Whenever  he’s  done  something  silly  in  the  land  of  dikes  and  tulips 
Lenny  has  miraculously  appeared  with  a welcome  helping  hand.  The  family  G.P.  will 
tell  you  that  good  laughter  makes  an  important  contribution  to  the  enjoyment  of  a 
hearty  meal.  If  any  of  you  are  having  digestive  trouble  we  recommend  good  Dutch  fare 
in  company  with  Lenny  Schulman.  Her  crisp  and  infectious  sense  of  humor  can  cure 
anything  from  an  unruly  tummy  to  a bad  case  of  the  grumps. 
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The  indefatigable  numismatic  travelers  were  also  out  in  force,  as  was  to  be  expected. 
Xavier  Calico,  the  distinguished  President  of  the  I.A.P.N.,  and  his  brother  Fernando,  of 
Barcelona,  always  add  sparkle  to  any  occasion.

There  are  few  better  known  travelers 
than  Russell  Rulau  and  Margo  Russell.  (Don’t  they  come  from  a place  called  Ohio,  or 
something?)  We  finally  had  a long  and  informative  chat  with  Russell  R.  learning  much 
in  the  process  that  was  not  without  interest.  With  Margo  R.  we  were  even  luckier  and 
we  don’t  think  Russell  R.  will  object  to  the  comparison  implied.  When  we  took  our  seat 
at  the  final  Banquet  arranged  for  the  distinguished  visitors  it  was  to  discover  that  some 
perceptive  soul  had  placed  us  on  Margo’s  right!  There  could  hardly  have  been  a more 
charming  dinner  companion. 

This  issue  of  the  Review  will  probably  leave  you  thunder  struck  by  arriving  at  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  rather  than  the  beginning  of  autumn.

(.999  fine)”.

“Gentlemen  : 

Just  a note  to  let  you  know  how  much  I enjoy  The  Numismatic  Review.  I have  to 
admit  that  I agree  entirely  with  the  editorial  comments  in  this,  and  earlier  issues,  re- 
garding the  ‘Prevalence  of  Amateurs.’  It  sickens  me  to  see  some  persons  setting  them- 
selves up  as  experts  in  a field  they  only  entered  a few  months  ago,  especially  when  they 
decide  to  make  it  a full  time  occupation,  open  downtown  shops,  publish  lists,  run  auctions, 
and  the  whole  professional  bit.  Enough  on  that  score.  I am  only  a small  collector  crying 
in  the  wilderness,  I have  never  sold  any  coin  in  order  to  make  a profit.  My  only  wish 
is  that  the  ‘proper’  persons  could  and  would  read  your  comments. 

Now  one  other  matter  that  bothers  me.  My  interest  has  been  in  coinage  of  England 
for  a long  time.  In  fact,  long  before  the  modern  price  pushers  decided  to  get  into  the 
English  act.  I find  dealers  with  English  coins  to  sell  for  high  prices  that  would  not 
have  owned  one  a few  years  ago.  However,  that  is  just  a sign  of  the  times.  The  point 
is,  they  are  fooling  themselves  and  their  customers  in  a good  many  cases. 

I have  seen  such  pieces  as  the  common  early  Victorian  ‘model  coins’  offered  as 
rare  patterns  at  inflated  prices  and  others  of  the  many  odd  ball  issues  touted  as  great 
rarities.  Another  thing,  as  you  know,  many  of  the  early  English  pieces  like  the  1787 
shilling  are  very  common  in  beautiful  condition.  Many  of  the  ‘johnny  come  lately’ 
coin  pedlars  believe  that  any  early  piece  in  nice  condition  is  a great  rarity.  They 
offer  such  a piece  as  the  1787  shilling  at  many  times  its  real  value  to  some  believing  be- 
ginner just  because  it  is  old  and  in  a nice  state.  This  is  hog-wash,  and  is  undoing  the 
foundation  of  our  great  hobby. 

Keep  up  your  crusade,  all  real  numismatists  are  with  you.

With  reference  to  the  ‘Mystery’  coin  mentioned  in  your  Review  No.  2,  1966,  page  57, 
I suggest  that  the  piece  is  a Roman  Sestertius  issued  by  Commodus  on  behalf  of  his  wife, 
Crispina,  ca.  180-192  A.D.  The  Reverse  shows  Salus  feeding  a serpent  arising  from  an 
altar.  See  Cohen  32. 

Whoever  has  the  task  of  informing  the  owner  that  the  piece  is  an  Ancient  Roman  coin 
had  better  have  a good  explanation  ready  as  to  how  it  came  to  be  in  the  earth  at  Daly, 
California.  For  example,  I’m  sure  very  few  of  us  know  that  the  Romans  traded  with 
the  Vikings,  who,  in  their  explorations  in  Vinland,  attempted  to  use  this  currency  with 
the  then  resident  Americans.  The  dissemination  of  this  information  would  be  a great 
contribution  to  the  already  existing  confusion  about  who  discovered  America  in  the  first 
place.

Whistler  got  his  mother  on  a stamp  once,  so,  this  must  be  the  coin  he  got  her 
on.  (He  sure  was  a good  son,  if  this  is  his  mother.)

“Dear  Sirs : 


I saw  your  article  in  Volume  VII,  No.  2 of  the  Numismatic  Review.  I think  both 
the  collector  and  the  dealer  are  foolish.  The  collector  shows  greed  and  ignorance.  Too 
many  who  have  coins  feel  any  offer  is  too  low  and  someone  is  trying  to  steal  them.  The 
dealer  is  foolish  to  offer  $300.00  for  an  unknown  coin.  He  is  only  a speculator  and  de- 
serves to  loose  his  money. 

The  coin  pictured  in  your  article  is  in  very  poor  condition..  It  probably  has  been 
cleaned  but  I feel  that  I can  attribute  it  with  90%  certainty.  The  planchet  is  obviously  an 
old  one.  The  coin  was  probably  struck  while  the  planchet  was  too  cold.  There  appears 
to  be  one  slight  crack  at  3 o’clock  and  perhaps  another  at  11  o’clock.  The  obverse  is  a 
female  head  with  draping  around  both  shoulders.  Her  hair  is  tied  into  a small  bun  at  the 
back  the  waves  run  almost  r.  to  1.  There  is  no  trace  of  a Diadem  in  the  hair  or  a crescent 
under  the  bust.  This  style  of  hair  and  art  is  limited  to  a period  of  approximately  100  years 
from  the  reign  of  Marcus  Aurelius,  A.D.  161-180  to  no  later  than  the  reign  of  Trajan 
Decius,  A.D.  249-251. 

The  reverse  shows  a female  figure  seated  in  a chair  feeding  a snake  out  of  a patera 
(a  small  bov/1  for  libations).  While  there  are  several  Goddessess  customarily  represented 
in  this  attitude,  the  most  popular  is  Salus.  Without  being  able  to  see  any  inscription  to 
the  contrary  I feel  that  the  lady  is  probably  Salus.  The  snake  is  coming  from  behind  an 
altar  and  can  be  seen  through  the  altar.  This  is  fairly  unusual  and  definitely  sets  it  apart 
from  early  examples  of  this  pose.  With  all  of  this  in  mind  I feel  that  your  coin  is  the 
following : 

Crispina,  A.D.  177-192.  Obv.  CRISPINA/AVGVSTA,  draped  bust  r.  Rv.  SALUS/SC, 

Salus  seated  to  left  feeding  serpent  arising  from  behind  altar.  Denom.  AE  Dupondius 

or  AS?  A guess.  Value,  $1.00. 

If  you  could  darken  the  coin  and  fill  the  pits  with  graphite  you  could  probably  read  at 
least  part  of  the  inscription. 

As  to  the  coin  being  found  in  the  United  States,  I have  attributed  several  that  have 
been  found  on  the  beach  in  Corpus  Christi,  Texas.  Others  have  been  found  in  buried 
Spanish  Treasure  that  formed  part  of  some  nobleman’s  wealth  and  was  brought  by  him 
to  the  New  World.  Some  were  even  found  still  in  circulation  in  Germany  during  the  Second 
World  War.  Of  course  they  were  so  badly  worn  that  it  took  careful  reconditioning  to 
even  establish  that  they  were  ancient  and  not  modern.  Please  let  me  know  if  you  have 
any  other  answers.

Marathon  and  Salamis 

“Dear  Sir: 

I have  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  article  on  Ancient  Commemorative  Coins  by  Mr.  Malik. 
(Review,  Vol.  VI,  No.  4,  1965) 

To  the  Greeks,  the  Victory  on  the  Plains  of  Marathon  was  of  supreme  importance. 
Aeschylus  listed  as  his  sole  epitaph  the  fact  that  he  had  fought  at  Marathon  (and  Sal- 
amis).  The  Athenians  always  prided  themselves  on  the  fact  that  they  were  an  intellectu- 
ally-minded people,  but  ‘when  the  chips  were  down’,  they  could  be  as  bold  and  effective 
as  professional  Spartan  soldiers. 

The  Cambridge  Ancient  History  describes  ‘laurel’  leaves  as  being  placed  on  the 
Obverse  of  the  Athenian  Tetradrachm.  Seltman  calls  them  ‘olive  leaves’.  The  most  im- 
portant fact,  not  mentioned  by  Mr.  Malik,  is  the  waning  moon  that  Seltman  describes. 
In  Herodotus,  The  Histories,  (p.  398  Penguin  edition)  we  learn  that  the  Spartans  would 
not  take  the  field  until  the  moon  was  full.  By  the  time  they  reached  Marathon  the}'-  were 
far  from  being  needed,  but  they  arrived  in  time  to  see  how  the  non-military-minded 
Athenians  had  vanquished  the  Persian  invaders.  Thus,  the  ‘waning’  moon  testifies  to 
Athenian  bravery  acting  alone  in  their  ‘Finest  hour’. 

The  ‘waning’  moon  appears  on  D 38  and  D 39  (behind  owl’s  head  on  rev.)  respectively, 
and  greatly  enhances  the  historical  value  of  the  coins.

“Dear  Sir: 

Just  about  a year  ago  I dropped  into  the  Galleries  to  seek  some  information  and 
advice.  You  were  kind  enough  to  furnish  both,  at  some  cost  of  time  to  yourself.

THOSE  FIRST  IRISH  COINS  — WHO  MADE  THEM?

While  others  argue  over  claims  that  the  Vikings  were  first  to  discover  America, 
a small  group  of  numismatic-minded  Irish  writers  continue  a centuries-old  debate  over 
whether  the  Vikings  deserve  the  credit  for  having  introduced  the  use  of  coins  into 
Ireland.  The  latest  contribution  to  this  discussion  comes  in  the  form  of  a pamphlet  by  a 
gentleman  named  William  Dick  who  lives  at  Aviemore,  Foxrock  County,  Dublin.  It  has 
been  published  by  the  Irish  Numismatic  Society  under  the  non-incendiary  title  of,  “Some 
Early  References  to  the  Hiberno-Norse  Coinage”,  priced  at  5 Shillings. 

“The  Irish  coinage”,  Dick  writes,  “is  now  generally  considered  to  start  with  those  coins 
struck  by  the  Norsemen  in  Ireland”.  The  invading  Norsemen  held  sway  there  for  two 
or  three  centuries  beginning  late  in  the  8th  Century.  According  to  Dick  the  Hiberno- 
Norse  coinage  started  about  1000  A.D.  and  ended  “in  confusion”  some  120  or  more  years 
later.  He  describes  the  earliest  “Made-in-Ireland”  issues  as  having  the  name  of  a Norse 
king  on  one  side  and  that  of  a “moneyer”  or  mint-town  on  the  other.  The  series 
deteriorated,  however,  and  the  later  issues  were  wholly  illegible.  Dick  describes  these 
coins  as  similar  to,  and  sometimes  obvious  copies  of,  the  coins  of  Aethelred  II,  King  of 
England,  979-1016.  (C712) 

So  the  question  is  whether  these  were  the  first  coins  used  in  Ireland.  Dick  presents 
opposing  views  expressed  by  historians  and  others  down  through  the  years.  In  1603  a 
hoard  of  these  Hiberno-Norse  coins  was  discovered  in  County  Kildare,  and  in  1639 
another  hoard  was  found  in  the  County  of  Wicklow.  A 17th  Century  historian  named 
Sir  James  Ware  gave  considerable  attention  to  these  two  hoards,  but  he  withheld  any 
final  judgement  as  to  whether  there  had  been  coins  in  use  in  Ireland  before  the  Norse 
arrived.  An  expanded  edition  of  William  Camden’s,  “Brittania”,  which  appeared  in  1722 
included  illustrations  of  some  coins  which  Dick  says  are  “obviously  Hiberno-Norse”. 

According  to  Camden,  however,  they  “seem  to  be  of  the  ancient  Irish  kings the  letters 

are  very  unusual  and  difficult  to  be  read  or  understood.” 

In  1749  James  Simon  tried  to  establish  a similarity  between  a batch  of  these  coins 
and  those  bearing  the  still-legible  names  of  Norse  kings.  But  he  faltered  when  trying  to 
pin  down  the  “degenerate”  or  illegible  ones,  finally  suggesting  the  legends  of  single 
strokes  and  dots  might  be  “Ogam”,  an  ancient,  extremely  simple  form  of  writing.  That, 
presumably,  would  have  put  them  well  back  into  the  pre-Norse  era. 

Simon  was  apparently  convinced  there  had  been  an  ancient  Irish  coinage.  He 
attempted  to  support  this  view  by  fiat  if  not  by  proof.  “Although  we  cannot  trace  out 
the  first  invention  of  money  in  Ireland”,  he  wrote,  “yet  it  cannot  be  denied  that  it  was 
in  use  here  long  before  the  arrival  of  the  Danes,  or  Norwegians”.  To  explain  the 
“mystery”  of  coins  bearing  the  name  of  an  English  King  being  struck  in  Dublin,  Simon 
and  others  seemed  willing  to  accept  the  claim  that  the  conquests  of  Edgar,  father  of 
Aethelred  II,  had  reached  far  into  Ireland  and  included  Dublin.  But  Edward  Ledwich  in 
his  “Antiquities  of  Ireland”,  published  first  in  1790,  was  “adamant”,  Dick  said,  in  his 
belief  that  the  ancient  Irish  did  not  coin  money. 
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After  telling  of  other  experts  who  tangled  in  books  or  essays  with  the  problems 
posed  by  the  Hiberno-Norse  coinage,  Dick  considers  one  of  the  “most  interesting  and 
lesser  known’’  references  to  these  coins.  This  is  George  Petrie’s,  “The  Origin  and  Uses 
of  the  Round  Towers  of  Ireland”,  published  in  Dublin  in  1845.  Petrie  contended  not  only 
that  an  Irish  coinage  system  existed  before  the  coming  of  the  Norseman,  but  that  the 
Irish  had  taught  the  Norsemen  how  to  make  and  use  coins.  He  also  claimed  that  the 
Dublin  mint  names  on  the  Aethelred-type  coins  indicated  the  English  had  copied  the 
early  Irish  coin  patterns,  rather  than  the  other  way  around. 


Petrie’s  chief  concern  was  with  five  or  six  coins  found  under  the  floor  of  a round 
tower  in  Kildare,  and  his  object  was  to  establish  them  as  pre-Norse.  He  argued  that  the 
Irish  were  a superior  nation  in  the  fields  of  architecture  and  metal  work.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  Norsemen  had  no  coinage  of  their  own  before  they  came  to  Ireland  from 
their  homelands  and  were,  in  fact,  largely  illiterate.  To  find  support  for  this  line  of 
argument  Petrie  searched  through  early  Irish  manuscripts,  eventually  finding  some 
references  that  seemingly  provided  the  “Proofs”  he  needed.  Thus  he  was  able  to  produce 
what  ostensibly  was  a complete  coinage  system  dating  from  a period  prior  to  the  Norse 
invasions.  The  following  quotation  from  an  old  manuscript  containing  the,  “Brehan 
Laws”,  which  Petrie  unearthed  in  the  Trinity  College  Library,  is  an  example  of  one 
of  these  references:

“If  it  be  a bondman  or  bondwoman  that  has  been  killed  by  the  cow, 
the  cow  is  forfeited  (till  reparation  be  made  by  the  owner).  Thirty  sigals  of 
silver  is  the  fine.  Sicolus  quasi  scripulus,  from  six  half  pinginns  bring  its 
value  from  the  beginning  of  the  enumeration,  and  these  six  half  pinginns  make 
the  three  full  pinginns  of  the  screpall”. 

Comparing  this  quotation  with  others,  Petrie  came  to  the  conclusion  that  “sigal” 
and  “screpall”  were  synonymous  terms.  He  also  believed  that  “screpall”  meant  “dena- 
rius”, or  penny,  the  largest  coin  denomination  then  struck  in  France  and  England.  Dick, 
wanting  to  check  Petrie’s  sources  more  closely,  searched  out  the  old  Brehan  Laws 
manuscript  and  others  at  Trinity  College  Library.  With  the  aid  of  experts  at  that  institu- 
tion, he  discovered  that  the  terms  which  Petrie  thought  had  indicated  a series  of  coins 
applied  instead  to  a series  of  weights.  “This,  then”,  wrote  Dick,  “is  the  answer  more  or 
less  to  Petrie’s  arguments.  He  had  in  fact  described  a system  of  weights,  not  a coinage 
system”. 


But  Dick  emphasizes  that  a system  of  values  based  on  precious  metals  did  exist  in 
pre-Norse  Ireland.  He  notes  that  large  amounts  of  gold,  silver  and  brass  “ring-money” 
have  been  discovered  in  Ireland  from  time  to  time.  His  next  project,  he  promises,  will  be 
an  analysis  of  the  weights  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  coinage,  and  an  attempt  to  determine 
whether  these  weights  were  based  on  the  English  scale  or  on  the  old  Irish  system  as 
possibly  reflected  in  the  ring-money.
